offenceariſe { like floods) from men of corrupt mindes, deſticute of 
the Truth & Spiritual underſtanding of the great Myſtery of God- 
lineſs, to witGod manifeſt in the fleſh, though appearing as in a form 
of Godlineſs and words of Scripture, which in unrighteouſneſs they 
hold, both perverting the Scriptures and falſly accuting others, (to 
wit ) Chriſt the Prophets and Apoſtles, and laſt of all thofe (cal- 
led) Quakers, that ſo by any means they might quench the light 
of that fire which God hath kindled, or hinder his work which 
he hath begun, that the vail which is over peoples hearts under 
which iniquity is hid nnght not be read nor diſcovered; There- 
fore is there a joyning together, and making a confederacie one 
with another againſt choſe which follow the Lamb of God , and 
keep the word ofhis Teftimony ; Forupon the ſame account as we 
read, Luke 2. 17. Thar P:lateand Herod was made friends, who 
before had been at enmity between themſelves, which was to ſet at 
naught, and to deliver up to be crucified the Son of God;upon the 
ſame account is Baxter the ridged Presbyter, and Tombes the pre- 
tended bapriſt made friends, and call one another reverend ibre- 
chren, both ſetting themſelves with cheir ſtrength , Arguments 
and Reaſons, deviſed words and falſe charges againſt the break» 
ing forth of Chriſts Light and walking in his Truch!, for but a lit- 
tle while ſince Baxter hath ſaid that Tombes and the Anabaptilts 
were the Authors and Fautors of the deluſion of the ©rakers , as 
Zombes confeſlſeth in his Epiſtle , and Baxter alſo confeſſeth the ſame 
in kis Epiſtle, that he hath been too eager in difputations, which he faich 
is foo well known in the Nation, and although here isa great prerend- 
edUnity betwixt them, yet 1tis but in Hypocriſte, for in one Page 
of Baxters Epiſtle, he talks of holding the Unity of the Spirit in the bond 
of Peace, as members of the ſame head and body, Uniting their force for the 

Common Truths, againſt the pernitious Adverſaries thereef , and in the 

next page ſaich, that he hath NS, aj the. Epiſcopall brethren that Bi- 

ſhop Uſher and he did fully agree in halfe an hour, but ſaith, that the wound 
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i y?t unhealed , bet wixt him Bhs 7 " *M , for he never treated with 
Tombes about tuch a matter , bur ſaith he confident that they ſhould 
agree in one days treaty upon terms of common Charity and forbearauce 
ſothat to men of underſtanding, it appeares tlrat Baxter is agreed 
with the Biſhop and the Epiſcopal brethren , but not with Tomes 
nor the Congregational brethren ; and further it 1s manifeft from 
his own words, and according to his limit and teimeof treaty,that 
he could agree with twenty four Biſhops as ſoon as with Tombes, * Þ: 
forall their pretended Unity and Agrement, for there is twelve 
hours in a day, and he agreed with one Biſhopin half an hour; ſo - 
we ſceing their Book begin with ſuch lies and confuſion , We know _ _ 
the whole Volumn and effe& of ic will Miniſter nothing elſe to the 
People, the ſtrength and force of thoſe ewo lately .pretended Bre- 
thren joyned againſt the ©rakers in their ewo Epiſtles, nine Ser. 
mon, in which is Thirty Arguments , and ten Reaſons againſt the 
Sufficiencie and Spirituality of Chriſts Light wherewith he hath 
enlightened every man which cometh into the World, yet for wanc 
of knowledge and becauſe of darkneſs ſpeaks againſt themſelves, 
and proves that which they would diſprove , as by ſomething fol- 
lowing may be made manifeſt. | 2 CERES. 3 

1. As firſt the:charge againſt the Onakers in the Fifcenth page of 
their Book is that we'put darkneſs for light in that we make a naturall 
Tight which is but darkneſs in Spirituals, as if it were to be heeded as mens 
rule in all ſorts of duties and knowledge of the things of God. 

Anſ. This charge is falſe,for we do not niake any Natural light if 
heeded, as mens rule in any duty nor to the knowledge of God, 
neither have-ever held ſuch a thing , but'rhis is the way of old of 
all flanderons tongues,firſt to lay down a falſe poſition oftheir own, 
andthen diſproving it makes people believe that they have con- 
futedan error, when they.have but proved cheir own words falſe, 
and ſo boaſteth in a vain ſhew as David faith , Pſal, 39. 6. proving 
nothing againſt us. | 
: Again Job Tombes ſaith page 28, that Chriſt makes mens hearts void 
of Light, till theybe enlightened with his Light, aud that every man till 
he be enlightened by Chriſt wants Light to giide him in the Knowledge of 
his duty and the way to Salvation. | 

A+ſ.: But in. contradiftion to that in. Page, 11. He faith that 
Chriſtaſcended farabovealt Heavens, that he mighe fl all things, 
ro wit with his Light, Eph; 4.118 Sohere he hath anſwered him- 
ſelfe, forif Chrift- that. is-aſcended:, doth fill all chings with is 
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Light, then he doth not make mens hearts void of light ; in page 
17. he ſaith that Chriſt enlightens the I orld with the knowledge of God, 
. as the Prophet of ibe Church, and if ſo, then men wants nor light to 
guide them in the knowledge of their duty, and the way to fal- 
vation ; ſo herein he hath anſwered hinifelf to his own confu- 
ſion. 

Again in page 43- he faith That none of the Gentiles nor barbarous 
people who had not the Scripture nor ſuch other teachings as Gods people 
were taught-by had the Light within them, which might be a compleat 
and ſafe rule or guide-to them for the pleaſing of God, 

Anſw. In contradi&ion unto which he ſaith in page 60, that 
Chriſt as the Mediator enlightens with Spiritual Light every man 
that cometh into the World ; and page 62. that he enlightens 
Gentiles as well as Jews with a Spiritual Light, and page 63. that 
Chriſt as the Son of Righteouſneſſe was to enlighten all Nations; 
ſothen if thoſe latter be true then the former is falſe, for if all 
that comes into the World both Jews and Gentiles be enlighten- 
ed with a Spiritual Light by Chriſt as their Mediator, and as he 
is the Son of Righteouſneſle, then they 1o not want a Light 
within them, which is a compleat and ſat. aule or guide tothem 
for the pleaſing of God 3 andſo by this the Quakers Do&rine is 
approved and made good in ſtead of being diſproved. 

Again that Johx Tombes may appear to be wiſe above what is 
written, he goes about to prove many lights under ſeveral names 
and diſtin&tions, as page 12. heſaith There are lights that like 1901s: 
fatuus, fooliſh fire,lead men into dark places, Lakes and boggs, wherein 
they that foliow them periſh... Secondly there are lights that for a while. © 
lead men in the way, and then ſoon go out, and ſo leave men in darkneſſe,, 
aud perplexity, | hirdly, That there is au 4mazing light, that doth Ly 
2ts brightueſſe ſtrike dead and caſt down to the earth, Rev, 1.16, 17, ACts: 
27.6.11. AQS9, 9. Fourthly, Chrift is a excelling Light, not ſiri= 
king dead nor caſting down, nor blinding,Fifthly,That there was a light 
t the law, but it was imperfe. Sixthly,That there z @ bodily light in 
inanima:e bedies, Seventhly,That there # a natural light of Creatures, 
Eighthly, There # a rational light of men, page 16. Ninthly, that: 
there 34 @ Scripture light, and laith he the word which is written is. 
”;y Bible ſhall be my light, page $0. 

Anſw. In that which is above,mentioned, heappeareth co be 
putted up by vain conceits, imaginations and diſtinfions above. 
what 1s written in the Scriptures of Truth, till he manifeſts _— 
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ſelf to be wholly in darknefſe, not knowing what he ſaith, nor 
whereof ke affirmech, for where doth the Scripture ſpeak of any 
lights like falſe fire that leads men into dark places, Lakes and 
Bogs, but we read in the Scriptures, that he that walks in darkneſs 
knows not whether he goes, and there is the periſhing in the Lakes, 
and where doth the Scriptures ſpeak of ſuch Lights as for a 
while lead men in the way, and then go out when menare in 
the-way, and ſo leave them in darkneſs? and where do the 
Scriptures ſpeak of -a natural light, and a bodily light, anda ra- 
tionattighe, and a Scripture light ? And whereas thou (peakes 
of an Amazing Light, that by its brightneſſe doth ftrike down 
dead, and caſt down to the Earth, and brings, Rev. 1.16, 17. 
Afis 22. 6. 11,Afts 9. 9 whereas it ſaith,That the light of Chriſfts Coun- 
tenance was as the Sun ſhining in his ſtrength, which when John ſaw 
bim, fell at his feet dead, and Paryl with the Light was ſtruck down, 
-which Light appearing to John and Pau! was Chrift; yetin the 
next words contrary to the Scriptures and thy own Afﬀertion 
faith, That Chriſt is an excelling light, not ftriking dead, nor caſting 
down, nor blinding, an4 ſothy words is but as a heap of confuſt- 
on and contradi&ion one unto another, andto the Scriptures, 
andſoina few words thou may be anſwered even with thy own 
darkneſle, for if thou knew the Light of Chrift in the leaſt mea- 
ſure, it would keep thee out of the line of this confuſion, and 
then thou would juſtifie thoſe whom now thou condemns, and 
falſly accuſeth to be guilty of thy own devitings. 

Again another contradi&ion concerning the Light, from the 
Pap. 33. thou faith, that light from Chrift as Creetor is conferred upox 
all men without exception of any perſon 3 And to contradi@ it, m p.37. 
he ſaith, That the Gentiles are without light, and pag. 66. That 
Chriſt enlightens Gentiles as well as Jews with his Spiritual light. 

Anſw. So to what end is all thy Preaching and Printing but 
toutter forth rhy own confufion ? And doft thou think that all 
People are blind as thy ſelf, that cannot -ſee plain contradi&i- 
ons ? nay, for the lightis riſen in which thou artſeen, if thou 
had more ſubtilty, craft and guile to cover thy ſelf withal then 
thou haft, but thou haſt appeared naked, that every one may ſee 
thy ſhame. | oy 

"Again Joby Tombes in the-26. pag. ſaith, That in this life they that 
are born of the ſpirit are fleſh, where Chriſt (aith, he that is now born 


the Spirit #s (þarit, 
of the Sperit i fpurit, Auſw. 
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An, Herein thon art impudent to place theſe two contradifions 
together, and to ſer thy lye before Chriſts Truth , to make the 
People believe that although Chriſt ſaid he that is born of the Spi- 
rit is Spirit, yet-it is not ſo, for he{that is born of the Spirit is fleſh | 
ſaith thou, and to prove thy lye againſt his truth, ſaith thatrthe - 
new birth which makes us no longer fleſh and blood in that ſence, 
15 not the birth of water and of the Spirit mentioned , Fohn 2. 5. 
but the Power of God by which he will raiſe us up, 1 Cor. 6. 14. The 
birth of water nor the Spirit, Fob 3. 5,6. is here in this life, the 
other is not till the Reſurre&ion, Arnſ. Herein thy proof is as falſe 
as thy lye before mentioned , for that which is born of water and 
of the Spirit is Spirit, and alſo the Power of God by which we are 
raiſed up is witneſſed in this life, whereby the Apoſtle faith, chey 
were made members of Chriſt, and was joyned unto the Lord by 
that one Spirit of which they were born, and is this the fairn which 
thou begets People into, thar they cannot be born again in this life 
of the Spirit?ſo they have believed and followed thee long enough, 
for they were but in the fleſhly birth before thou came among(t- 
them, and areſo yet, and muſt not be born of the Spirit by thy 
do@rine while in this life untill the Reſurre&ion , and ſo that "hey 
may believe theeand not Chriſt, thou ſtriveſt to keep them from 
minding of his light within them , whereby they ſhould be led to 
believe in him, which Laith they that are born of the Spirits Zpi- 
rit, and that they muſt firſt be born before they can enter into che 
Kingdom of God. ;

Anſ. David did not want light as the cauſe or chief part of his 
{fingbut was diſobedient unto the light which ke had received, and 
that was the cauſe why he did the thing that was ſin againſt the 
Lord but in this as in the reft of thy beok thou would charge all 
Iniquity upon the want or inſufficiency of the light , and not upon 
the Creatures diſobedience to it , and ſo contrary to the _— 
tures, would make mans deſtru&ion not to be of himſelf, or his ſe- 
peration from God not tobe by his ſins , but the inſufficiency of 
the light, and ſo accuſeth the light and not the darkneſs , and ac- 
cuſeth God and not the diſobedient man, and fo art become a 
fighter againſt God, Chriſt, his light'and ſervants, and hereby 
thou ſtrives to ferve the wicked one who rules by the power of _— 
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neſs in the diſobedient , by _ oy ſtrong Arguments and Re- 
ſons againſt the ſufficiency of thelight to lead to God: Some of 
which Arguments I {hall mention, that thereby People may under- 
 ftandall the reſt, which are empry and fooliſh as to that which 
thou intends them. 

Argument, From Plal. 81. 1x, x2. Brut my People would not hearken 
to my voice, and I(racl would no::eof Me, ſo 1 gavethem up to their own 
hearts luſts, #c. Whence I argue, that light in man cannot be a ſafe ſuf- 
ficient guide to a man in his way to God , to which the leaving a perſon 
zs reckoned as the greateſt Curſe and Fudgement , but to leave a perſon to. 
his own Imagination and luſt, to walk, in his own Councell, which all 
one as ts leave him tothe light within him, | 

Anſ. Thy Argument is not agreeable unto this Scripture which 
thou makes as the ground of it, for becauſe Iſrael didnot hearken 
to Gods voice, nor would none of him, wherefore he gave them up 
to their own hearts luſts, cherefore ſayeſt thou the light is not a 
fafe and ſufficient guide ; Firſt thou ſhould have proved that the 
light of Iſrael which is a fire, E/a. 1c. 19, and the holy One as a flame, 
was not ſufficient, and thou {houldeſt have proved that the giving 
of themup to their own hearts luſts was a giving of them up to 
that light within them; in this thy falſe and fooliſh Argument,thou 
faith that God reckons it the greateſt curſe to leave a man to the 
light in him, which light before thou haſt confefled to be Spiri- 
cuall and to be the light of the knowledge of God , and now thou 
ſaith to leave man to the light is to leave him to his luſts and ima- 
gination z what is now light become luſt and imaginations ? Why 
then doth thy brother Baxter in his Epiſtle tell ns, that it 13 to be 
hearkened to and obeyed ? What are you now agreed to call the 
light darkneſſeor luſt, and when you have done fo, that men muſt 
hearken unto it and obey it , here is breaking of the Commands 
andteaching others to do ſo; In Pag, 62. of thy Book , thou tells 
us that the Teachers of the law, did teach many things right about 
Gods being, worksand Worſhip, and yet thou ſaith, that in other 
things they were as blinde as {Moldes, but in this haſt rhou not 
much more condemn'd thy ſelfe to be more blinde then they are ?

nor [magination as thou haſt done , but when thou arc ſober, 
and ſees thy confufion, conſider whether ic be not rather the 
greateſt Curſe and Judgement from God, to leave a man toh1s 
own darkneſs and Ignorance,(as thou art)becauſe he hates 8 diſ- 
piſeth the Light, which ſhould lead him to knowledge and under- 
ttanding of God and of his wayes, and is it not Juſtice in God to 
give youup to the darkneſs of your own hearts and Juſt which 
thou falſly calls light, feeing it is your dayly exerciſe to ſtudy, 
Preach and Print again the ſufficiency of Chriſts Light ; which 
People ſhould believe in and obey, and which is the path of the 
Juſt and way to God, vut of thar darknefle which hath blinded 
youreyes, even ſo far that you cannot ſee your own words, 
much lefle che Truth, of God as it is manifeſt unto them that walk 
m his Light; 

Andin thy next Argument thou ſayeſt that becatiſe the Myjtery 
of God was hid, and Life and Immortality not brought to lizht to the Gen= 
t:les,therefore they had not a light within them as a ſufficient gride to God. 

Anſ. Thou might as well have ſaid in plain words, that Chriſt 
who was given alighr to the Gentiles , was not able to reveale 


the Vyſtery of God, nor bringLife and Immortality tolight Be- 


cauſeſome were Ignorant of it; But contrary to thy falſe Argu- 
ment, Chriſt was given a light to the Gentiles , which light did 
reveale the Myſtery of God, Life and Immortality to them who 
did receive Him, and thoſerhat,did not receive him though he 
was given for alight unto them, becauſe they did not receive him, 
therefore was thoſe things hid , and not becauſe the light was 
not ſufficient. 

1'. Argument, Rom. 8,9. Now if any man have not the Spirit of 
Chriſt the ſame is none of his, whence thou argues, they have not light 
within them ſufficient to guide them to God tho have not the Spirit of 
God but every man hath not the Spirit of God; Ergo. 

Anſ. But the manifeſtation of the Spirit is given to every man 
co profit withall, 1 Cor. 12,9, Which manifeſtation being obey= 
edis able tolead man to God , ſothat there is no inſufficiency 
in the Spirit orLight, in which God hath manifeſted ſomething 
to every man, and therefore if every man be not guided by 
it unto God, it 15 becaiiſe he doth not ſufficiently obey and

Argues, they had not a light within them. ſufficient to guide them to God, 
to whon the Sou did not reveal the Father , who did wot goby the Son as 
the way to the Father , but the Son did not Yeveal the Father to every 
nan, nor did every man come to Chrijt, John 1 5.

Anal. Taecauſe why they had not life and did not come to the 
Father, was becaule they would not come unto him thac they 
might have Life, Fohx 5, 40. And not becaule his lightin chem 
was not ſufficient, for theſe Jewes did fora ſeaſon rejoyce in the 
Light 3 which if they had continued in , would have ledthem 
to the knowledge of the Father and of the Scn., as thefe of un- 
derſtanding ſees inthoſe Scriptures which thou halt aſſerted; and 
ſo thus in all rhy Arguments to manifeſt thy Ignorance of the 
Scripture and of the Light, inſtead of charging mens guilt of diſ- 
obedience, thou charges thelighr of Chriſt to be inſuthicienc, for 
they that did loveand receive the light which Chriſt had en- 
lightened them withall, to them it was given to know the Myſte= 
ries of the Kingdom of Heaven, but co thoſe which did hate, re- 
je& and count it inſufficient, thoſe things from them was hid, 
and their reje&ion was the cauſe of hiding thoſe things and nor 

Flighe, and this may anſwer the moſt of thy Arguments, and 
let thee ſee how thou ſtumbles becauſe thou hates the light which 
ſhould diſcover unto. thee both the cauſe of knowledge and of Ig- 
norance, and the ground from whence they borh ariſe, 

In many other of thy Arguments, thou proves nothing thou 
intendeſt, bur acculing faiſly the 2zakers, asinthe x5, 16, 17. 
:1, 227. Arguments : where thou fſaiſt that they forbid People to 
ſearch the Scriptures in thoſe words pag. 48. Chriſt ſaith ſearch the 
Scriptures, @uakers ſay 10 , but Lok, to the light within you , and that 
their opini9n makes a ſuppoſed light within each man, a ſafe rule and 
guide to each man, and i erronicus, Thirdly, That the opinion and 
prattice of the quakers are evil, ia making every man a Teacher, and. 
makes needleſs the Teachers ſet Ly God for the work, of the Miniſtry, 
Fourthly, That their Opinion is impious, and that they make it unne- 
ceſſary to pray for the Spirit to enlighten mens Eyes in the knowledge of 
God. "Fifthly, That their Opinion is pernitions , which makgs man to 
lean to his own underitanding, to be wiſe in his own Eyes and in-his own 
conceit, and that they bleſſe men in following their own light. Sixchly, 
That the Quakers place all their Godlineſſe in following their own ſup- 
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Anſ. The ground of all thoſe Arguments is falſe, and every 

particular thing herein charged againſt the ©nakers is falſe, 

tor they have not denyed that men ſhou!d ſearch the Scri- 


| ptures, neither hath their opinion and pra&ice made eve- 


ry mana Teacher, Neither is it their Opinion that it is _ 
unneceflary to pray for the Spirit to enlighten mens eyes 
in the knowledge of God, but do pray for it and forour Ene. 
mies, ſo far that their eyes may be enlightened that they 
might ſee their own darkneſs,and then they would not ſo falt- 
ly accuſe us of things that we never affirmed, but was alwayes 
contrary to, and we never made any man to lean to his own 
underſtanding , but do turn men to Chriſts light, which lets 
rhem ſee their own underſtandings which is falſe, and brings 
them to the true underſtanding of Him whom the Father hath 
ſent into the World, whieh brings them from being wiſe in 
their own eyes and in their own conceirt 3 neither do we blefle 
men in following of their own light, but we ſay they are bleſ- 
ſed who follow the Light of Chrift & walkas he walked: and 
we never did place any Godlinefle in following our own ſup- 
poſed light, bur in Chriſt who hath really enlightened us do 
we place all Godlineſfſe, and all are ungodly that do not walk 
inhis Lighr, buthate and diſpile it , and falſly accuſe thoſe 
that walkin it, but well may they accuſe us tobe erroneous 
and impious for walking in the Light when they have accuſed 
the Lighr ic ſelf co be but Juſt and immagination , bur in this 
they know not what they do, and therefore we pray to God 
to forgive them. And whereas again we are charged Page 47. 
to make the coming of Chriſt into the World to be ncedlelle 
and uſelefle , by ſaying that he hath enlighrened every man 
that comech into the World; that charge is contrary to the 
Truth, for in this we make him uſefull and needfull to all 
People: Chriſt was as a Light in the World,and as a Teacher 


ro'the'Saints of Old, and ro Moſes who bore his reproach, 


andto rhe Prophets which prophelied of him before that in 
in the fulneſle of time he appeared in the fimilitude of tinfull 
fleſh, -of which appearance che Apoſtles wece wirnefles, an4. 
ſo ro preach him as a Covenant to the Fews, and as alighc 
to the Gentzles before he (o cameintothe World was not an Er- 
ror, much leſs now when he 1s come.and hath ſo _—_— 
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forus to ſay that he is the true fighe which hath enlighten- 
ed every man that cometh into the World, that every man 
through him mighr believe is not an error , but is the way to 
Salvation. 

And whereas ſeverall other Arguments 1s--made upon falſe 
grounds, as that the ſuppoſed light in a man-may lead him 
intoa way whoſeend is death, this only belongs to thy lelfe, 
rhou art guilty of it, for che true Light would have led thee 
to have ſpoken Truth , and to have accuſed no man falfly, 
and would not have ſuffered thee to have oppoſed by plain 
contradiftion Chriſts Words,nor to have pervertedthe Scrip- 
tures in making them a ground for thy falſe Arguments', and 
{ſo that Argument againtit thy ſelfe ftands, and that thy ſup- 
poſed light leads inco a way whoſe end is Death. Again thou 
{faith in ſome of thy Arguments, #f every man have «light ſuf-

This is as if thou lhould (ay,.thatChrifſt 1s come into 
World to Teach, to Redeem, to Renew and toReſtore, and 
to Reform, and.to dualltheſe works in them and for them, 
bur they-need not believe nor obey , nor Worſhip , nor put 
offthe old Man, nor Pray , nor Preach, norLearn, becauſe 
he is ſufficient as to all thoſe things ; but this we ſay, thas 
though Chriſt and His Light be ſuthcient to.lead men to the 
Father, and that though this Light do ſhine.in. the darkneſle, 
and convince man of his eyil deeds, yet his .minde muſt be 
turned untoit, to obey and follow.it, which is that, only which 
leads to the Father, but though Chriſt be come a Light into 
the World, and be ſufficient and a ſakeguide, yet none comes 
to the Fafher by, Him,  buc choſe that believe,follow and obey 
his-Lighte, and do put.off the Old Man with his deeds. and be 
renewed in theinward of their minds, and do deny confor- 
mity tothe World, and do hear him in allthings , and learn 
of him; ſo this our Do&rine ſhall be approved true unto all 
thar come unto God by Chriſt, _ | 
Again Fobx Tombes \n- page 5:. pretending to anſwer the Quz- 
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zers Obje&ions (which was Cong by them Obje&ed, goeth a- 
bout to pervert the Scripture, Luke 17. 21. Behold the Kingdom 
of God is within you, ſaith, To his apprehenſion, it 3s more truly 
rendred among yu, fo that his apprehenſion , he would makea 
a more certain rule and form of words then the Scripture, ſo 
in this he doth not anſwer our Obje&ions, but contradi&s 
Chriſts words, and to prove his apprehenſion, he ſaith, that the 
Light within each man cannot be t the Kingdom of God, for the 
Kingdom of God is a thing that was note: Chriſts appearance inthe 
fleſh, and was taken from the Jews and given to the Gentiles. 

Anſw. Here thou would make people believe ſtrange things, 
or Preach a new Do@rine which hath not been heard or read 
of before, . thou haſt ſaid, that the Word wricten in the Bible 
is thy light, but there is not ſuch a Word written in that Bi- 
ble,thar ſaith chat the Kingdom of God was not before Chriſts 
appearance in the fleſh, but thou way finde it written in the 
Bible, that his Kingdom is an everlaſting Kingdem, Dan. 7. Was 
not the Kingdom of God before the World was ? was not the 
Kingdom of God in the time of Exoch, TIſa:c and Fa- 
cob, Abraham , Moſes and the Prophets ?

Glory, but againit the Myſtery and 
Glory of it thon haſt fer thy ſelf to oppole, and allo that Hi- 
ſtory thou wilt nor own tobe true, and herein thou art guilty 
of that whereof thou haſt accuſed others, and herein thou 
would make it appear tothoſe that would believe thee, thatthy 
falſe apprebenſions is the lightof Scripture,.and not the lcrip- 
ture thy light as before thou ſaid'it was. 


And in the ſame page 55, thou ſaith, It 5 4 meer fantas/tick, 
| deluſion 
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deluſion to imagine a Chriſt in themſelves different from that Feſus 
Chriſt born of Mary, who z the Saviour of the World. 

Anſw. If ſo, then thou owns that Chriſt as above menti- 
oned is in thoſe that do believe, except thon wilt deny that 
any Chriſt is in them,contrary to the Scripture, 2 Cor. 13.5, 
and this which thou haſt here affirmed, thou and thy brethren 
willnot own,unleſſe you deny what you have formerly preach- 
ed and Printed. F. 

Again page 4t. thou hatt accuſed Pay! falſly, ſaying, that 


Paul followed the light within him, and yet he accounted this his greats 


fin, Aﬀs 26. 9. 1 Tim.1. 13. 

Anſw. Paul inthele Scriptures doth not ſay that he follow- 
ed the light within him, bur he followed his choughts which 
lead him to do many things contrary to the Name of Jeſus, 
and what he did it was ignorantly in unbelief, and that was 
his fin, and not following the light within, bur if it be fin to 
follow the light within, why doth Baxter andthon fay, That 


:& man ſhould hearken toit, follow it and obey it ; And Baxterſaith, 


That he is no Chriſtian that deneys it, andſo herethy Reverend 
Brother hath proved Thee to be no Chriſtian. | 

Again page 50. thou faith, Tf David had had a light with- 

in him of it ſelf a ſufficient and ſafe guide to God, he ſhould not 
have been jealous of his own heart and thoughts , ſo as to need God 
to ſearch, know and try him; but it is otherwiſe with David , and 
therefore he knew that he had not a light within him, as @ ſufficient 
ſafe guide to lead him into the way everlaſting. 

Anſw. David (aith, Pſal, 119 11. Thy word have IT hid in my 
heart, that I might not ſin againſt thee, ſothat contrary to what 
thou haſt affirmed, he knew that he had a light within him, 
which was ſufficient co lead him to life everlaſting , and this 
light in him was that which made him jealous of his own 
heart and thoughts, and ler him ſee thac he had need of God 
roſearch, prove and cry him, leaſt iniquity ſhould be found 
in him, but what Prophet or Apoſtle is it that can eſcape thy 
{landerous T:ngue 3 who afftirmeth that the Word of God 1s 
not a ſufficient guide co lead unto him, before thou ſaid, ſp- 
poſed light was not ſ":fficzent, but here chou haſt accuſed the Word 
of God with inlufficiency,andDav4 that he did nor know ſuch 
a lighrin him, and fo would make him like unto thy ſelf, a 
giver forth of lyes in writing.

Azxſw, In this thou haſt faid moreof the light within each 
perſon then thou haſt heard the Quakers ſay of it, for thou 
haſt here affirmed, that the light in each perſon is an inward work, 
of the ſpirit, and thou haſt made it to be more inward, ſpiritu- 
al and effeQtyal then thou haſt made the Goſpel to be , for the 
Goſpel thou ſaith, is bt the word brought to your ears without you, 
and by many never received , but the light of each perſon is a 
work of the Spirit, which is more then words outward to the 
ear; ſowhy. haſt thouſo mnch contended againſt thoſe who 
ſay Chriſt hath enlightned every man with his light which is 
Spiritua],when as thou not onely confeſſeth all is enlightned, 
but ſaith, That each perſon hath a light within by Creation aud in= 
ward work, of the Spirit, but whether thou plead for or againſt 
the light in every perſon, it is but from ignorance and dark- 
neſs, both concerning the Light and the Goſpel which 1s 
Preached in every Creature, and ſo whether thou own or dif- 
own the light in words, it is manifeſt thou art out of rhe life 
of it, and knows not the Spiritual work by it; So theſe things 
are Written unto thee that thou mayelſt ſee thy ſelf, and put thy 
mouth in the diſt, waiting in ſilence, if ſo be there may be hope. 

Again Fage 6<5. thou ſaith, The Apoſtle deneys mens calling to 
the Communion of Gods grace to be Univerſal, 1 Cir. 1.9. 24. 26. 
Andagain in page 66. faith, The Apoſtle then commanded every. 
man every where torepent, As 14. 16, Afs 17, 30. 

Anſw. Herein thou haſt contradifted thy ſelf, but yer fall- 
ly accuſed the Apoſtle, for he doth nor deny mens calling 
ro the Liniverſal Grace in theſe Scriptures mentioned, 1 Cor. . 
1. 9. 2;. 2, but doth bear witnefle to their calling which was 
already come into the obedience of the Truth, and ſo all men 
every where wes called torepent, accordingto As 14. & 16. 
which is Univerſal, and the free Grace of God which bringeth 
Salvation hath appeared untoail men, Titus 2. 11. by which 
allis called unto repentance, and to the Knowledge of the 
Truth that they mighc be ſaved, which call is Univerſal.

Where then is that lighe which luſt impriſons, and 
whereis that lamp of Truth which corrupt affeftions put our, if 
it be not within, andif no light of Chriſt be entered into the 
Soul, how can it then be impriſoned or put ont , if it never 
was therenornever ſhined ? but this is like the reſt of thy con- 
fuſion. 

Again, Page 85, [Thouſaith /ight within you, what ever Qua« 
kers tell you, will leavey ou in perplexity, 

Anſ. They ſhall beleft in perplexity which do not walke in 
the Light which we have ſpoken of and declared to People, 
and this 1s that only which leadeth out of perplexity into the 
Knowledge of God and Unity with Him, wherein 1s che Peace 
and reſt of all that in it walk. 

But where didſt thou learn thoſe revilings againſt the Light, 
or from what ſort of thy diverſe Truths doth thoſe words 
proceed from , ſeeing thou ſaith theres two ſorts of Truth, 
Metaphifick Truth , and Logick and Moral! Truth, and whe- 
ther is Chriſt another Truth then thoſe , ſeeing the ſcripture 
mentioneth no ſuch name as Metaphiſick , Logick and Morall 
Truth, and no other Truth do we own then that which the 
Scripture declaregh of Chriſt to be the Truth , who hath en- 
lightened every man which cometh into the World , which 
Light leadeth them that obey it out of perplexity. | 

Again, Page 68. Thou faith /etns be wiſe therefore fo to uſe can- 
ales that we do not burn day light. | 

Anſ. -Thelight of the day comprehends thee , and ſees all 
thy works and words ; and ſees thou haſt loſt thy wiſdom and 
underſtanding of thelight which the day brings forth, and ſo 
though thou light thy candles in fooliſhnefſe, yer thou cannot 
burn the day light, although thou ſtrive to do it, but thou 
may read in the Scripture , that a fool when he holdeth his peace , is 
counted wiſe, and he that ſhutteth his lips , us eſteemed a man of un- 
derſtanding,Prov.17.28,Soif thou hadtlearned to be wiſe thou 
wouldeſt have been filent from that which thou haſt preached 
in thy nine Sermons , which is but ſparksof thy own kindling 
or candlesof thy own lighting,the end whereof is to burn day-

a ſtranger to that experience , and how canſt thou eſtabliſh o- 
thers, when thou thy ſelfe-art ſo unſtable tobe tofſed with eve- 
ry winde as the Maſt of a ſhip; And what wouldft thou gather 
People unto ?

Anſ. The Apoſtle ſaith they have all heard but they have 
not obeyed the Golpel, Row. 10. 16. 28. And the rea- 
ſon why all Nations are void of Faich in Chriſt, is becauſe 
they have not obeyed and believed that Goſpel which is 


' Preached in every Creature, and the Nations which have thae 


which thou calls the Goſpel, to wit, the letter, are as void of 
Faith in Chrift as thoſe which have it not, and as void of 
his Knowledge, for the Goſpel is the Power of God, Rom. rx, 
16. Andicis the Light ofthe glorious Goſpel ſhining in che 
Heart, which gives the Knowledge of Godin the Face of Je- 


ſus Chriſt, which Light while thon oppoſeſt, the Goſpel from 


theeis hid, and theeye blinded which ſhould ſee it. 

2. Que. Thy did not the Werld believe in Chriſt, even Generally 
before his coming, if reaſon was they a ſufficient light ? 

Anf. This 1s an Ignorant and unlearned queſtion, who hath 
faid that reaſon was then a ſufficient light , or who doth ſay 
that reaſon now is a ſufficient light, but thy felfe, but the rea- 
ſon why the World did not believe inChriſt both before & ſince 
his coming , was becauſe they hated the light in which they 
ſhould have believed, and was difpitfull againſt the Spirit of 
Grace and allits appearance, as thou and Tombes are at this 
time.

to the Fewes and Gentiles , before the Apoſtles preached him, 
but thy queſtions are as if thou ſhouldit ſay if Chriſt or his 
| Light be ſufficient, and if he did come into the World both 
to Fewes and Gentiles, why need any Preaching, or bid others 
to obey and follow him ſeeing he is ſufficient, the Apoſtles.did 
not Preach an other light then that which had already ap» 
peared before they Preached, and that which had enlighten= 
 edevery man come into the World, and they faid that all the 
Nations of them that are ſaved muſt walk in his Light, and

The ground of this Query isfalle , for che Quakers do 
not goupand down Teaching men their own do&rines, bur 
do Teach men the way of God plainly, anddo inſtrutrhe 
Ignorant and him that 1s out of the way, and do turn men to 
that Light which 1s ſufficient to lead them to God, 'and which 
will lead them from all hireliugs who make Merchandize of 
Souls, bodys and Eſtates of men for their diſhoneſt gain, and:

. 9. Que. Whereas they ſay the light within is ſufficient if obeyed, 
the queſtion is, whether it be ſufficient to make men obey it ? 

Anſ. The light is ſufficient , and hath ſufficienc power in it 
co make men obedienc if received and obeyed, yet ty the pow- 
er of ſelfno man either receives or obeys it, bur the command 
is of it, and the power from it by which men do believe and 


obey z ſothat though this be a Myſtery and Parable co the Ig- 


norant,yer it is plain to him that underſtands the leadings and 
power which is in the Light, ; 
10. Que. But how can any light be ſufficient to reveal that which

Anſ. The ground of this Query 1s Ignorance, to ask how 
can any light be ſufficient to reveal that which is not manifeſt- 
ed by ir, to manitelt is to reveal, but for thee to ſay how can 
it reveal that which is not revealed by it, is nonſence , And 
who ever hath affirmed that the light hath revealed that which 
15 not manifeſted by it 3 but this light which thou ſo hates,the 
leaſt meaſure of it being received is ſufficient to manifeſt thy 
darkneſs & fooliſh queſtions, and tomanifeſt thy Ignorance of 
the things of Godz$& ihe Light of Chriſt is the ſame in Americe 
which it is in Eng/and,% thoſe;heathens in Zmericawholove the 
Light of Chriſt and waJk in it , although they have not the 
Scriptures, doth know more of Chriſt, his Life, Death, Inter-

anceof the Lord from Heaven, and who may abide the day of 
his coming, or who may ſtand when he appears, not thoſe who 
have contemned his light and reproached the children of it, 
not thoſe who preach for filthy lucre, who ſerve not the Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt but their own bellies, who make merchandize of 
ſouls for diſhoneſt gain, but he that walketh righteoully and 
ſpeaketh uprightly, he that deſpiſeth the gain of oppreſſion 
that ſhaketh his hands from holding of Bribes, that ſtoppeth 
his ears from hearing of blood, and ſhutteth his eyes | cr 
ſeeing evil, ſuch a one loveth the appearance of him who is 
come a light intothe World, and loveth the Children that 
walk in his light, for he that loveth him that doth beget, lov- 
ethalſo thoſe that are begotten of him who walk in his light , 
but the wicked ſhall become filent in darkneſſe, and many 
who have uſed their tongues, and ſaid, Come Lord Feſus, come 
quickly, ſhall not be able to ſtand when he appears, nor to a» 
bide the day of his coming , which tothem that hate him is 
deſtru&tion, but to them that love him is everlaſting Salvati- 
on; And this isthe day of his appearance; in which blefled 
are they that are not offended in him,
